WAR IF ENGLISH 


Turkish Nationalist Representative 


Says Great Britain Must Leave 


Constantinople. 


Advance Into Inter-Allied Territory 
Will be so Considered, Kemalists 


are Warned 


(By United Press) 


Adana, Syria, 
Sept. ,21—Four 


hundred and fifty villages in -the 
Turko-Greco war zone have been 
burned and one hundred Greeks and 
Armenians have been arrested^ the 
Turkish' government at Angora an- 
nounced today. An official denial of 
the stories of the Smyrna massacre 
were made by tlie Turks. 


Berlin, Sept. 21—"If Britain is 


unwilling to withdraw 
from Con- 


stantinople, we will be forced to de- 
clare war," Nuri Bey, _Turkish Na- 
tionalist~repre3entative here, 
an- 


nounced, today. 


"If the'Greeks are ' unwilling to 


withdraw from Thrace, immediately, 
they must be driven out. 


"Turkey has been fighting for 12 


years and is anxious for peace, but 
only after the lost territory is 
re- 


gained." 


Constantinople, 
Sept. 21—With 


Turkish forces rapidly concentrating 
on the border of the Central zone 
General Harrington, commander of 
Britain's Near East army^ today 
served notice on Mustapha Kemal 
that any advance into the inter-al- 
lied territory would be 
considered 


an act of war. 


This was Britain's reply to, the 


threat of Hamid Bey, Kemalist re- 
presentative in Constantinople, that 
the Turks would cross the neutral 
zone to invade the southern part of 
Thrace if that province 
were 
not 


turned over to them immediately. 


Throughout 
the 'night 
British 


troops dug in on 
the Near -East 


front, reinforcements going up from 
all the garrisons in Constantinople. 


The railway stations were crowd- 


ed ' as wives of British officers and 
scores of other persons toofr their 
departure' from the war zone. "

W. L. Harding Praises Economy Re-

% William L. Harding, former gov- 
ernor of Iowa, addressed a republi- 
can meeting here Wednesday after- 
noon in .the assembly room, of 
the 


court house, in which he 
depicted 


the many issues which are

election,

ers. 


Mr. Harding's address was most 


eloquently delivered, and held the 
absolute attention of the small, but 
appreciative audience, until the end. 
He stated that the.size of the crowd 
did not dismay him in the least, and 
that the best audience he ever had 
was composed of just two people— 
himself and his wife, before she be- 
came Mrs. Harding. 


The speaker inquired if anyone 


in the audience ever rented a house, 
or if they were owners of rectal 
property, and that if .there 
were 


any, they have observed the condi- 


in of the house when vacated by 


the renter. ,1116 house, would be lit-
